We, in this part of: India, ought to concentrate 
upon building up such industries as would 
exploit the resources that nature has endowed us 
with, First come mines. A look at Plate II 
of the map prepared in connection with the 
Hirakud Dam project will show that these 
minerals are available in the Province, 
namely :—asbestos, bauxite, coal, copper, gold, 
graphite, ilmenite, iron, lead, lime-stone, 
manganese, mica, monazite, ochre, salt and 
Steat te. Since the map was compiled, valuable 
chromite mines have been located in Keonjhar 
district. In the past, mining operations in 
India wero confined to raising ote from the 
mines and exporting these to foreign countries. 
The Government of India have now decided 
upon a policy of creating: conditions which 
would favour the processing and ultimate reco- 
very of metals and alloys and bye-products 
from the minerals so that the drain upon our 
limited ‘resources of minerals would be stopped 
a:d the country would have the fullest advant- 
age of this potential wealth. Take iron ore of 
which we havea large quantity and of a toler- 
able high grade of purity. Iron smelting, 
manufacture of stecl, ferro-alloys, rerolling mills, 
casting of fabricated steel, all these are some of 
the industries for which there is abundont 
sevpe. The Primary process would be smelt- 
ing of iron and manufacture of Steel out of 
that, Sambalpur district is ideal for siting 
of plant with iron ore, lime-stone and 
manganese almost at the door, only cook- 
ing coal has to be transported and that too 
without a long haul. Reduction of bauxite and 
alluminium becomes convenient with the 
availability of large quantities of electric power, 
The Government, at the present moment, have 
uiven priority to the setting up of an jron and 
steel nlant, plant for manufacture ef cement and 
utilization of chromite. Once these basio 
industries are established, other industries which 
use these processed minerals as raw materials 
will naturally gravitate to Orissa, other factors 
being favourable. There is plenty of steam- - 
coal in Orissa and India is miserably short of 
power alchohol. The scramble for petro] is an 
everyday experience, Germany fought the war 
against the whole world without having petrol 
resources of its own. The whole of its power 
alchohol was obtained from steam-coal. At 
present an enterprising youngman from Orissa 
is investigating the possibilities of manufacture 
of power-alchol from coal which is to-day a 
highly specialised industry. He has secured 
tha best technical talent from Germany and 
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Refractories, fire- 
clay, Ceramics and Potteries are some lines for 


Europe in this connection. 


which raw materials exist. We cannot keep 
our buried wealth buried for ever. We cannot - 
gay we will develop our minerals at our leisure 
and till then let it lie buried and let us have 


‘the satisfaction of being owners of potential 


wealth. The nation will not endure that. The 
world will not tolerate it. We have only two 
courses open, to process the minerals on the 
spot and produce metals and alloys which will 
attract industries based upon these metals $9 
our Province, or raise ores and send those out 
to be processed and utilised elsewhers. It is 
obvious that any day the first alternative would 
be a better one for us. 

Forest produce, to take only two, wood and 
bamboos, are the main products which are 
available in plenty and which would be availa- 
ble in greater plenty if we know how to preserve 
and sugment our resources by scientific forestry. 
Owing to jack of steel, wood has become our 
chief material for building. 

To-day timber in logs is transported long 
distances to the primary markets where they 
are processed by being sized and sometimes 
treated for groater durability. It is logical that 
these processes should be done on the spot as 
much as possible. This will reduce the strain 
on transport, provide employment to a larger 
number of people and induce the growth of 
industries based upon wood and its products in 
its natural setting. With’ the help of resins, 
gums and glues, plywood, for which there is 
enormous demand so much so that even now 
large quantities have to be imported could be 
profitably produced. There are one hundred 
and one materials which can be turned out of 
wood. ‘Take for example bobbins, handles, 
ete. 2 

We do not know as yet how to utilise our 
soft wood in, the forest and not much attention 
is yet paid to the regeneration of species of soft 
wood existing or introducing new species al 
developing plantations. Wood-pulp, once we 
are able to produce it, would serve as the raw 
material for several industries like paper plastic 
rayons, etc. : 

Bamboo which is the poor-man’s :

Revised Food Production Plan 

The committee has held that although the 
agrioultural development must remain pri- 
marily the responsibility of the provinces, the 
Government of India must co-ordinate the 
individual plans into a frame work of a common 
All-India tood production plan and undertake 
direct responsibility for reclaiming suitable 
blocks 0 cultivable waste land. ‘To ensure the 
fullest collaboration between the Centre and 
the Provinces and a rapid reclamation of 
cultivable waste land it has been suggested to 
establish two bodies— 

(a) Central Board of Agricultural planning 
and (b) a Board of Agriculture in each province, 
State or region. 

Land Reslamation Organisation 

The autonomous organisation called the 
Central Land Reclamation organisation that 
will be established with a capital of Rs. 50 
crores should not ordinarily undertake-reclama- 
tion of an area of lJess*than 10,000 acres and the 
reclaimed lands should be so settled as to avoid 
division in units of less than 200 acres which 
js considered to be the minimum economic unit 
for mechanised production. 

The Committee has agreed that encourage- 
ment should be given for increasing the pro- 
duotion of potatoes and sweet potatoes on 
suitable uncultivated lands in all provinces, 
Food policy during next five years 

The committee has held that in view of the 
substantial shortage of foodgrains within the 
country and as the food production plans recom. 
mended by them will take time t9 produce 
appreciable results, it will be necessary for India 
to obtain some imports of foodgrains from 
oversers. But the quantities of imports 
required in any year should be guided by two 
basic princi, les—(a) that the scale of imports 
should be restricted as far ag possible to 
quantities needed for the maintenance Sea 
central reserve for meeting an emergency such 
as the failure of crops in any area and (b) the 
need for imports should be terminated after 
a period of not more than five years. ;

Cuttack 


A 2,000 K. W. generating set with boiler 
capacity to run it continuously is being installed 
at Chowdwar with a transmission line connecting 
it with Cuttack. This is expected to be in 
operation in 1950 and_ will supplement the 
power from the Cuttack Diesel scheme; and 
later on will actasa stand by, for the power 
from Hirakud. With its help it is expected to 
be able to provide energy for industries in 
Cuttack and Chowdwar areas so that there will 
exist a fair amount of load for Hirakud power 

- when it reaches Cuttack. 


In the meantime, a 750 K. W. steam plant is 
being installed by the Cuttack Electric Supply 
Company to supplement the existing dissel 
plant. With the help of this, the supply of 
power is expected to be sufficient for the require- 
ments of medium and small scale industrics 
likely to be started in Cuttack and its enviro.- 
ments for the present. 


Berhampur A 


The installation of a 1,000 K. W. diesel set at 
Berhampur has been examined. Since the power 
from such a unit could be expected to matorit- 
lise after about four years (by which time ample 
power from the Duduma Project would be 
available) this idea in not being pursued, 


Duduma 


As regards the Duduma Project, power is 
expected to be made availabe therefrom towards 
the end of 1951. At the begining, Orissa’s 
share of power is expected to he about 5,000 
K. W. and will increase after the construotion 
of the Jalar-put Dam. The ultimate amount of 
power is expected to be 30,000 K. Ww, peak as 
the Province’s share. The actual power utilised 
from this Project will depend on industrial deve- 
lopment of these areas of tLe Province which

Gar festivals at Puri during 1948 


The Car festival will be held at Puri from the

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Improved cotton seeds 


Tt is released for general information that 
with a view to inarcase the production of cotton 
in tho Province, improved C. 0. 2. cotton seeds 
which by experime:t have been found to be 
suitable for growing in the Province, have been 
imported from Madras (Coimbatore) and are 
available in all agriculiural circles of the 
Province for distribution. 


The cultivators who being unablo to procure 
improved seeds from outside were ‘so long 
obliged to grow the low-yielding, short-staple 
cotton, would find it profitable to grow the 
improved seeds imported by the Agricultural 
Department. 

The sevds would be sold to the cultivators at 
the all-in-ost price and those who by taking 
these improved seeds from tho Department 
would successfully grow . them, would be 
awarded a subsidy of Rs, 10 per acre as an 
encouragement. 


It is hoped that the oultivators would take 
full advantage of the facilities offered and take 
up cotton cultivation with zeal ani enthusiasm.

The Orissa Gram Panchayat Bill, 1948 


The object of the Bill, as the preamble says, 
isto establish and develop Local Self-Govern. 
ment in the village communities in the Province 
of Orissa and to make better provision for their 
administration. It aims at arousing democratic 
consciousness among the people in rural areas 
and ‘thus vitalising the village corporate life by 
instilling in the people a spirit of self-reliance 
and common endeavour to improve their own 
condition. 


It provides for tho establishment of local 
bodies, one for each village, on a fully popular 
basis and, oonfers substantial powers to them in 
the management of their local affairs. 

It proposes to give every: adult of the village; 
man or woman, a legitimate voice in the loca 
administration of his village. It gives power’ to 
them to levy certaia taxes, manage their funds, 
make by-laws, prepare their budgets_and ma‘n- 
tain and establish schouls and dispensaries. 


Each village Panchayat is also empowered to 
constitute a Judicial Committee to administer 
judicial functions, toth Civil and Criminal, 
within prescribed limits. 

The special features of the Bill are that :— 

(1) In each village there will be constituted 

a Gram Sabha consisting of all adults of the 
village. It will bo a statutorily recognised 
permanent body and will be entrus‘ed with {the 
administration of the local affairs of the village. 
(2) There will be a Gram Panchayat elected 

by the Gram Sabba. It will function as an 
executive body and carry on executive func- 
tions of the Gram Sabha. One-third of the 
* members of the Pachayat will retire annually 
thus ensuring new blood to come in. 

The Gram Panchayet will undertake the 
control and administration of » the following 
matters within its own area :—

and repair of public streets, lighting arrange.

OUR TOURISTS’ CORNER 
) From Cuttack to Naraj ‘ 


Cuttack 


The biggest, the most populous and histori- 
cally, calturally and commercially the most 
important town of Orissa. It has been the 
capital of Orissa ever since its foundation in 
914 A. D. by one of the independent Oriya 
Kings of the Keshari dynasty. Guttack is 
known the world over for its exquisitely 
worked gold and silver filgree products. It can 
also boast of craftsmen who can turn out car,ed 
wood work of the most gorgeous patterns, lovely 
articles of horn and ivory and toys and images 
of wood and mud. ‘The coloured mud statues 
and images displayed innumerably during the 
Puja festival and at special celebrations are & 
feast to the eyes. One’s only regret ig that 
these artists do not employ their skill on more 
durable material. ; 


River Embakments 


‘ To save the town from being inundated by 
the mighty rivers Mahanadi and Kathjori which 
surround it on three sides, and which flow 
with a terrific volume of water, during the rains, 
another of Orissa’s independent Kings Maraka* 
Keshari (935951 A. D.) erected two stone 
embankments on the west and on the south of 
the town. The vastness and durability of these 
structures testify to the great engineering skill 
and craftsmanship of the Oriya people of the 
middle ages. ‘Till to-day they serve as the only 
Means of protection for Cuttack against the 
annual floods 


Fort Barabati was built in the 14th century 
Y another independent Oriya King _Ananga 
hima Deo, It encloses an area of Barabati ’ 
or approximately two hundred and forty acres.

_ According to Abul Fazal, the Muhammadan 
historian, Mukunda Deb (1551—1568) the last 
independent King of Orissa, lived in this tort 
In hig nine-storeyed palace.

Cused the King’s horses and elephants. the 
Second floor contained war-materials and guards, 


above it were more guards and servants, the 
fourth floor was occupied by craftsmen and 
mechanics, the fifth was the royal Kitchen, the 
sixth an assembly hall, the seventh contained 
confidential rooms and_ offices, the eighth 
contained the queen’s apartments and above 
alllived the king. Of this splendid edifice, 
unique in the history of India, only an earthen 
mound remains as a relic 


Secretariat Buildings 


The war and post-war developments greatly 
increased the number ,of Government depart- 
ments and offices, and the extreme congestion 
of the old Secietariat buildings has now been 
relieved by the shifting of the main offices to 
rows of plain one-storeyed buildings, erected 
during the war on the plains adjoining the fort, 
popularly known as the Killa Maidan. 


The Killa Mafdan is the arena of the Provin 
cial football and other sports competitions, and 
inspite of the new Secretariat buildings, it is 
still the site for some of the biggest Melas and 
official gatherings in the Province. The resi 
dential quarters of most of the high officials are 
in this area. 


The old Secretariat buildings at present 
house the Co-operative and Agricultural Depart- 
ments. ‘They are in the heart of the town in an 
area known as the Chaudhuri Bazar. (‘Two and 
half miles from the railway station.) 


Adjoining these buildings there are on one 
side the Ravenshaw Girls’ School and College 
and on the cther the Cuttack Jail, with a 
Municipal dispensiry in front of the Jail. 


The Ravenshaw College, open both to men 
and women students is the premier educational 
institution of the Province. It is situated near 
the Railway Station. The Ravenshaw College 
buildings at present accommodate the museum, 
the University offices and the Legislative 
Assembly, in addition to its undergraduate and 
post-graduate classes in English, Oriya, Sanskrit 
Econmics, Mathematics and Law. : 


Other important institutions of Cuttack town 
which may be worth the while of the tourist to 
visit are the Central Rice Research Institute run 
by the Government of India, at Bidyadharpur, 
five miles from the Railway Station and the 
engineering workshop at Jobra. The scheme 
introduced during the war to train technicians 
in various méchanical and electrical crafts at 
the Jobra workshop continues. 


The Anicut at Jobra, a small stone dam across 
the river Mahanadi with similar dams at 
Chaudwar and Naraj, are at present ithe only 
means of storing water for the North Orisea 
Canal system. 


Naraj 


One of the most picturesque spots in the 
neighbourhood of Cuttack town for going out 
for a picnic or a short excursion is Naraj, 
a village seven miles to the west of Cuttack, 
accessible in dry scason by a fair weather: road 


Stretching across the Kathjori and Kuakhai 
Tivers and thence by an all weather Pucca road 
branching off from the Cuttack-Banki road. 
During the rains the tourist may go by irain 
up to Barang Station, and thence to Naraj bya 
Pucca road. The whole distance from Cuttack 
to Naraja can also be covered by country boats 
or by launch. There is a first Glass Inspection 
Bangalow at Naraj The scenery at Naraj is 
captivating. It is here that the Kathjori 
branches off as a Separate river from the mighty 
Mabanadi river, and the two flow perenially on 
the south and east of the village. ‘The Sidhe- 
Swar hills on the west are flat and level at the 
top, have an equitable climate throughout the 
year, and are ideal for constructing health resort 
camps and abodes. It is on the top of one of 
these hills about two acres in extent that the 
Inspection Bangalow stands. There is a cave in 
one of the hills with a Budhist inscription 2 
Palli. Fish abound in the waters nearby, at!

Music Education 


The Government of Bombay considers it 
desirable to promote the study and apprecia- 
tion of music. The teaching of music at 
present does not find a definite place in the 
syllabus of studies for the secondary or, 
primary schools except in girl's schools. In 
the opinion of tha G-verament thle study of 
the subject shoull receive greater encourage- 
ment in our educational institutions and its 
teaching “should be on a sound basis. The 
Government, therefore, has appointed a com- 
mittee to consider the question as to what 
extent the study of music should form part 
of the s;llabus for the primary, secondary 
and higher education. 


Pay—Seales for Secondary teachers 


The Government of Bambay has accepted 
the recommendations of the Parulekar-Ghate 
committce with regard to the pay-scales of secon- 
dary school teachers and fees in secondary 
schools. According to the recommendations a 
graduate trained teacher’s scale of p3y will be 
from Rs. 8) to Rs. 200. The annual increments 
will be permitted té be slightly varied, but must 
on no account be less than Rs. 5. For 
graduates with §. T. C. or T. D., the committee 
has props da scale between Rs. 74 and 
Rs. 160. The scale for trained matriculates will 
be between Rs. 56 and 120. 


As regards fees in secondary schools, the 
Government has presoribed the minimum fee- 
scales for secondary schools as recommended by 
the committee. The minimum fee-scales will be

The 
Department in the first instance will-sift and 
exmine the petitions and complaints and will 
refer the deserving cases to. the Heads of 
Departments or the District Magistrate concern- 
ed for action and report. The report when 
received will be scrutinized with a view to 
determine whet'.er the action taken is adequate 
or whether any further action is necessary. 


Entrance ire of the Zoslogicai Garden increased 


Due to an abnormal rise in the prices of food 
materials and in the cost of maintenance, the 
Management of tho Caleutta Zoological Gardens 
have raised the Entrance fee from one anna to 
annas two with effect from June, 1, 1948. 


Politicians and Public Servants 


In a statement issued to the press recently 
the Hon’ble the Premier of Madras deprecated 
political pressure on service personnel. “ Certain 
politicians” he said, “who also hold a 
representative character do not content them- 
selves with taking an interest in the administ- 
ration, but they also interfere with the 
Administration. [have com> across reports of 
undue pressure exercised by these gentlemen 
and sometimes even of threats on certain 
officers of Government for® failure to compl: 
with their requests or to pass a particular 
order”. Against such threat or pressure the 
Premier has reassured the Government servants 
that they would Le supported in the efficient 
discharge of their duties and that 80 long as 
they act in accordance with Governmsntal rules 


and regulations, they would not suffer in any 


way. 


Grants-in-aid for Rural Reconstruction Work 


The Government have Sanctioned 
for the payment of grants-in-aid to non-official 
institutions engaged in rural reconstruction 
work. Under the scheme, money grants will be 
given to private institutions engaged in further. 
ing Gandhiji’s constructive programme 
wherever it is fouud that these institutions arc 
unable to continue their work for want of 
adequate funds.

On 
April 19, the president asked congress for ano- 
ther 65 million dellars for new ship construction, 
On April 22, the United States Defence Secre- 
tary proposed to the Senate Armed Services 
Committee a three year American. defence 
programme costing 45,000 million dollars and
